He even told how he expected to earn 
more than $1,000,000 in five years. 
Then, one day, only nine months after 
his acceptance of the presidency, there 
was a meeting of the directors. Loree 
had already virtually tipped the road 
up on end and slid off everybody who 
had been there when he became presi- 
dent. That day he proposed a man for 
general superintendent, and the direc- 
tors acquiesced. Then he proposed a 
former Pennsylvania official for gen- 
eral manager—and the blow fell.

DRAGON SHOWS HIS 
FANGS TO FOREIGNERS.

EKING, Feb. 2.—An evidence :

took place in Tien-Tsin on the occa-

While Yuan Shikai, Viceroy of the 
province of Chi-li, was passing 
through the British settlement on hig 
way to make a formal. visit to the 
German officers, one of his outriders

Viceroy’s demand for the surrender 


and the extremity of the punishment) 


ordered were both deliberately intend- 
ed to impress foreigners with a sense 
of Chinese authority. British officials 
are bitterly denounced by foreign res- 
idents for surrendering the policeman, 
who was a British employé. 

The foreign newspapers published at 
Shanghai, Hongkong and Tien-Tsin 
continue to dwell with apprehension 


upon anti-foreign trouble, but Peking 
gives no sign of any hostile feeling | 


toward foreigners. 

The Dowager Empress received the 
diplomatic body today, the Chinese 
New Year. At the audience, she dis- 
played her customary cordiality. The 
relations between the court and the 
legations are in no way changed. The 
open agitation against foreigners is 
confined to Central and Southern 
China, and it is anticipated troubles, 
if they occur, will be limited to those 
sections because “Boxerism” was lim- 
ited to the north. Those whose pre- 
dictions would carry greatest weight, 
however, are most reluctant to express 
opinions. 

Undoubtedly, all China is at a white 
heat of political discussion. Such in- 
tense feeling as prevaiis on the part of 
the inhabitants has seldom been seen 
before and makes any result possible. 
A local outbreak may precipitate gen- 
eral hostilities. 

No organized movement against 
foreigners is to be discovered except 
the American boycott, but the national 
anti-foreign feeling is growing strong- 
er and the peculiar status of foreigners 
in China affords many points of fric- 


tion. 
The court has made every induce- 


ment to preserve friendliness at the le- 
gations. The Dowager Empress sup- 
porters freely discuss the possibility 
that she may be driven by revolution 
to seek shelter within the walls of the 
foreign legations. 

Discontent with the government is 
outspoken among young and progres- 
sive Chinese as an outgrowth of oppo- 
sition to foreign encroachment. The 
sentiment is too impatient to give the 
Empress’ attempts at reforms the trial 
of time, but demand that the govern- 
ment shall accomplish immediately all 
that it has taken Japan a third of a 
century to achieve. 

The stability of the present régime 
rests on insecure foundations. Thedeath 
ef Tuan Shikai would remove the 
strongest prop to the throne. Local news- 
papers and teahouse gossip describe 
his army as infested with anti-dynasty 
secret societies, but the reports are 
difficult to verify. Yuan Shikai, how- 
ever, is frequently threatened with as- 
sassination and extraordinary precau- 
tions are taken to protect him. He is 
strongly guarded, day and night.

CALIFORNIA COMBINE SECURES 
BASIS OF OPERATIONS, 


Steel Refinery With Capacity of 
Five Thousand Barrels a Day Will 
be Erected at Port Harford— Fran- 
chises for Santa Maria Pipe Lines.. 
Will Spend a Million. \ 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 2.—All of 
the rights, sites and lands necessary 
for the putting into execution of its 
project for the revolutionizing of the 
oil industry of the State have been 
acquired by the California Petroleum 
Refineries, Limited, of London. This 
is the concern which had its inception 
in San Fraoccisco, under the guidance 
of Isaac Liebes and Henry J. Crocker, 
and whose principal efforts will be di- 
rected to the refining of crude pe- 
troleum and its marketing abroad. 

A steel refinery of the capacity of 
5000 barrels a day, but capable of be- 
ing enlarged to 10,000 or 15,000 barrels, 
will be erected near Port Harford. 

In addition, franchises have been se- 
eured for pipe lines from the Santa 
Maria oil wells to the refinery site, 
and the pipe has been ordered and will 
be laid down by the time that the re- 
finery is ready for operations, which 
will be within this year. The outlay 
will be about $1,000,000. 

In the meanwhile, about three hun- 
dred barrels of petroleum a day are be- 
ing refined at the Western Refinery at 
San Pablo, in which a controlling in- 
terest has been obtained by the Cali- 
fornia Petroleum Refineries, Limited.

ASHINGTON, Feb. 2.— 
The Weather Bureau 
tonight reports that a 
bold wave extends over the eastern 
portion of the United States, the 
lake region and various portions 
of the West, with extremely low 
temperatures in many places. 
The cold wave came from the 
extreme Northwest and moved 
over the Mississippi and Ohio 
Valleys, the lake region and over 
the Atlantic States generally. 
The mercury has fallen consid- 
erably as far South as Savannah, 
where the record so far is 42 
Gegs., with a possibility of freez- 
ing before morning. In North- 
ern New York unofficial reports 
show as low as 20 degs. below 
zero at various points. 

The Weather Bureau’s reports 
show that the temperature today 
was 50 degs. below at Rockcliff, 
Unt., 24 degs. below at Sault Ste. 
Marie, Mich.; 10 below at Du- 
luth, Des Moines and Keokuk 
and 10 degs. below at Moorhead, 
Minn.

Miners and Operators Find 
No Common Ground.

Pennsylvania Delegate Votes 
for Present Scale. 


Mitchell Charged With Repu- 
diating Benefit.

The 
news from Indianapolis that 
owing to the refusal of the 
soft-coal operators to grant an 
increase in wages, there may 
be a soft-coal strike, is being 
received here with much appre- 

hension. The. operators will 
consider it an opportune time 
to refuse to make any agree- 
ment with the mine workers 
and to endeavor to crush the 
union.

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‘INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 2.—The joint 
conference of the operators and miners 
of both the great Central Competitive 
and Southwestern districts adjourned’ 
today sine die without any agreement 
on the wage scale. The adjournment 
was immediately followed with a call 
for the annual meeting of the United 
Mine Workers of America for 2 o'clock. 

A resolution by F. L. Robbins, 
spokesman for the operators, that the 
present scale of wages be continued, 
was lost, as it required, under the 
rules, a unanimous vote to carry any 
of the principal propositions. Opera- 
tors of Ohio and Pennsylvania voted 
for the motion; Iilinois operators de- 
clined to vote. The miners of Ohio, 
Indiana and Illinois voted against the 
proposition. Patrick Dolan, president 
of the Pennsylvania miners, voted his 
State for the proposition, which caused 
an uproar among the miners. His right 
to vote the Pennsylvania miners for 
the continuance of the present scale 
in spite of the fact that the Pittsburgh 
convention had voted for an increase 
was chailenged by several other Penn- 
Sylvania miners, but on an appeal to 
the chair the vote was soon recorded. 
The motion to adjourn sine die was 
made by F. L. Robbins immediateiy 
following the announcement that the 
proposition of the operators as em- 
bodied in his motion had been de- 
feated. 
President Mitchell has declared that 
under no circumstance would the min- 
ers accept any agreement that did not 
carry with it an increase in wages. The 
miners convention has unanimously 
with the exception of three votes—in- 
dorsed the action of the Joint Scale 
Committee, which refused the proposi- 
tion of the miners that the present 
scale of wages be continued. 


PARTING OF THE WAYS. 


The operators and the miners met in 
joint conference today to finally settle 
the question as to whether any agree- 
ment was possible. 

Addressing the convention previous 
to adjournment, Robbins said to the 
miners: 

“You have advanced wages and 
shorter hours. Without argument and 
in the face of all fairness, you yester- 
day met and repudiated a fair propo- 
sition. I want to go on record as pro- 
testing against such methods. Yes- 
terday, coal sold in Chicago at a dollar 
a ton, carrying an eighty-cent freight 
rate because the railroads were de- 
manding the cars and yet you refuse 
to allow one district to sign an agree- 
ment unless we propose to deal with 
our miners even-handed, with the 
same representation on each side. You 
ropose to have miners of other States, 
with conditions entirely different from 
ours, to dictate as to the settlement of 
affairs in our district. Your proposi- 
tion made yesterday is absurd. A little 
section up in Michigan could refuse a 
settlement and tie up the whole coun- 
try. You have a conference with the 
anthracite operators coming. If I were 
an anthracite operator I would refuse 
to deal with you.” 

WANT DOLAN BEXPEULBD. 


When the miners’ convention was 
called to order this afternoon, a dele- 
gate moved that Patrick Dolan be ex- 
pelled from the organization ‘for 
traitorous conduct and for treason to 
the district he represents.”

Peace and Order Have Prevaiiled 
Throughout Provinces of Archipel- 
ago, Excepting Cavite, Betengas 
and Samar—Little Brown Brothers 
Take Kindly to the American Plow.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—The annual 
report of the Philippine Comunission 
for 1904-5, together with the separate 
reports to the commission of the Gov- 
ernor-General of the islands and of the 
heads of the four executive depart- 
ments, has just been made public by 
the War Department. 

The Governor-General in his report 
to the Philippine Commission states: 

“With the exception of the provinces 
of Cavite, Batangas and Samar, peace 
and order have generally prevailed 
throughout the islands. Except in these 
porvinces the instances of lawlessness 
have been few and insignificant. Cat- 
tle stealing, which was common two 
or three years since, hae almost en- 
tirely ceased, and this, together with 
the sense of security which has come 
to the people from a vigorous pursuit 
of these evil doers, has principally con- 
tributed to the increased cultivation. 

“The provinces of Cavite, Batangas 
and Samar have been much afflicted

Strong Report by Fire Chief 
and Supt. Backus. 


Commission Asked to Pave 
Way for Ordinance. 


Not Half Enough Escapes, 
Say Department H eads. 


At vesterdayves meeting of the Board 
of Fire Commissioners, Fire Chief Lips 
supported by Superintendent of Build- 
ings Backus, made good his promise, 
published in The Times of last Sunday, 
to lay before that body recommendd- 
tions for the extension of the fire Um- 
its to include all of the death-trap ho- 
tels im the hill district and for the 
taking of steps to protect thousands of 
hotel and apartment-house dwellers in 


advised the thorough equipment of all 


such bulldings with modern fire-fight- 
also. 


ing apparatus and fire-escapes; 
‘that hereafter no frame building of 
more than four stories shall be al- 
lowed to go up anywhere in the city. 

In addition to the hill district four 
other districts were recommended to 
be included within the fire limits. 

At the conclusion of the reading of 
the report the Mayor, upon motion, 
unanimously carried, appointed Com- 
missioners Wren, Betouski and Miller 
un cemmittee to confer with the Fire 
Chief and the Superintendent of Bulld- 
ings as to the recommendations in the 
report. They will report favorably at 
the next meeting of the board. and the 
commission will then request the Coun- 
ell to pass an ordinance requiring the 
changes to be made.

LINKING stupidly into vacancy, 
Morris Buck, the degenerate who 
murdered Mrs. Canfield, heard the 
damning testimony of his own prelim- 
inary examination yesterday.

The day of the shooting. Buck must 
have deliberately practiced shooting in

MOVEMENT FOR THAT PURPOSE 
IN ANAHEIM. 


Advocates of the Plan Would Have 
the Municipality Purchase the 
Stocks of Liquors Held by the 
Dealers Ne Cards and No Red- 
Nosed Hangers-on.” 


ANAHEIM. Feb. 2.—About twenty 
residents are taking initiatory steps 
toward the municipal ownership of 4 
gaiocon here. There are a number of 
saloons in this town, and the pian is 
for the city to close all now in opera- 
tion and open one for the municipality, 
firet purchasing the stock of liquors 
earried by the saloon men, so that the 
proprietors should lose nothing. 

If the city owned a saloon accord- 
ing to the plans of those advocating 
it. it would not tolerate loafers nor per- 
mit treating in any way. Attorney 
Tipton, a member of the newly-formed 


league, says that if the city were to 


assume control of the saloon the place 
would be in charge of a competent 
person and nothing but the purest - 
quotas would be sold and “there would 


‘be no cards and red-nosed hangers-on 


lounging about waiting for a free treat; 
a man could go into the saloon, buy a 
drink and go on about his business.” 

This saloon would sell its goods for 
just enough to cover its expenses, and 
whisky would be passed over the bar 
at far less than 10 cents a drink, and 
all other eye-openers would be sold at 
prices below those at present in vogue. 
This, the promoters say, would eventu- 
ally revolutionize the business. Rev. 
Markie and Rev. WHaffel also favor 
municipal ownership of a saloon. The 
league preamble is being circulated 
among the business men for signers 
and it le propored to form a permanent 
organization whereby the people may 
take a vote upon it at the forthcoming 
April election.
